WASHINGTON — The US. 
Supreme Court ruled Tuesday that 
the state aust provide an indigent 
criminal defendant with free psy- 
chiatric assistance in preparing an 
insanity defense if the ἀἠεράεπῦς 
sanity at the time of the crime is 
seriously in question. 

The 8-0-1 decision, written by 
Associate Justice Thurgood Mar- 
shail, was the first Supreme Court 
ruling in years to extend an impor- 
fant mew constitutional right to 
criminal defendants.

The court overturned the death 
sentence of an Oklahoma mag, 
convicted of murdering a minister 
and his wife, whose request for psy- 
chiatric assistance in mounting an 
insanity defense was denied by the 
Oklahoma courts. The man, Glen 
Burton Ake, was given a court- 
appointed lawyer but could not af- 
ford to hire a psvchiatrist. As a 
result, he presented no expert testi- 
mony to support his contention 
that he was insane at the time of the 
crime: 

The “elementary principle.” Jus- 
tice Marshall said, was that “when 


There must be “meaningful ac- 
cess to justice,” Justice Marshall 
said, not simply “mere access to the 
courthouse doors.” He said that “a 
criminal trial is fundamentally un- 
fair if the state proceeds against an 
indigent defendant without making

BOSTON — Hunger has 
reached epidemic proportions 
across the United States, leaving up 
to 20 million people vulnerable to 
fear and illness because of econom- 
ics and conscious government po- 
licy, a group of doctors and public 
health experts said Tuesday.

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UN Troops in Lebanon Are Caught in the Middle 


Units Struggle to Keep Fighting Between

NAQOURA, Lebanon — United Nations 
peacekeepers in southern Lebanon are finding 
themselves hard-pressed as Israel's withdrawal 
from the area turns into a bloady confrontation 
with Shiite Moslems.

In the first, French troops of the 10-nation, 
5,900-man force were roughed up as they sought 
to stop Israeli soldiers, responding to an attack 
on a patrol, from destroying houses in ἃ Shiite 
village.

2 Retirees of Boston Bank

The two former employees. a 
branch manager and 4 teller, both 
worked at the Bank of Boston's 
branch in the North End section of 
Boston. The branch is three blocks 
from the headquarters of the An- 
giulo family, which the Federal net 
reau of Inveshgation says is id 
jeading criminal syndicate in Bos- 
ton. 
William L. Brown, chairman of 
Bank of Boston Corp.. First Na- 
tional’s parent, said last week that 
the bank might have been “unwit- 
tingly” by the Angiulos to 
launder as much as $2 million. 
Money laundering is the moving of 
funds resulting from illegal opera- 
Uons into channels where they can- 
pot be traced. But Mr. Brown in- 
sisted there was “no evidence 
whatsvever™ that any employee of 
the bank had “benefited in any 
way” from its dealings with the 
underworld group.
